To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Parnborough  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  for  1963>  prepared  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

Points  of  interest  in  the  vital  statistical  figures  are  an  increase 
of  1,330  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population  accompanied  by  an  increased 
birth  rate,  death  rate  and  infant  mortality  rate  although  the  latter  is  still 
a little  below  the  national  rate.  The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  with 
the  exception  of  measles  was  relatively  low.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  nor 
of  diphtheria  was  reported. 

A matter  of  some  concern  to  many  people  as  well  as  doctors  has  been 
the  siting  of  the  proposed  new  district  hospital  and  it  would  appear  that 
Frimley  has  finally  been  selected  as  being  the  most  suitable  place.  A suggestion 
that  the  new  hospital  may  not  be  built  until  1972  has  caused  even  greater  concern 
with  bed  accommodation  for  this  corner  of  Hampshire  already  in  short  supply,  so 
it  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  work  on  the  new  hospital  will  start  as  early  as 
possible. 


It  is  a pleasure  to  record  the  inauguration  during  the  year  of  the 
Old  Peoples'  Welfare  Committee  bringing  together  various  voluntary  bodies  and 
co-ordinating  their  very  good  work. 

As  in  previous  years  the  routine  work  of  protecting  young  children 
against  the  preventible  diseases  of  smallpox,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  continued  to  be  carried  out  and  thanks  are  due  to 
the  private  medical  practitioners  for  their  help  in  this  connection. 
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I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  to  Mr.  Snowden,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  ready 
assistance,  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my  duties,

Population 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  figure  for 
1963  is  34,760  showing  an  increase  of  1,330  over  the  estimate  for  the 
previous  year.  Of  this  increase  522  was  contributed  by  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths. 

The  full  County  report  for  Hampshire  from  the  I96I  census 
containing  the  statistics  of  local  interest  which  were  collected  on  a 10  per 
cent  basis  was  published  in  December  I963  and  information  therein  regarding 
the  older  age  groups  is  of  interest.  There  were  2,6l0  persons  aged  65  years 
and  over  being  8.1  per  cent  of  the  population  compared  with  13.5  psr  cent  in 
the  County  and  11.9  per  cent  in  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  1,349  houesholds  of  one  or  two  persons  in  the  town 
containing  people  of  pensionable  age.  These  households  contained  l,8l5 
persons  of  pensionable  age  which  is  58  per  cent  of  all  such  persons  in  the 
town.  Among  these  persons  72  men  and  380  women  were  living  alone:  883 
persons  lived  in  two  person  households  containing  one  person  of  pensionable 
age  and  932  persons  lived  in  two  person  households  where  both  persons  were 
of  pensionable  age. 

Housing 


Mr.  Snowden  in  his  Annual  Report  has  unfailingly  drawn  attention  to 
the  Housing  needs  in  the  town  and  in  this  connection  a table  in  the  I96I 
Census  Report  on  the  percentage  availability  of  certain  household  amenities 
is  of  considerable  interest. 

Of  8,758  households  84.1  per  cent  had  all  four  arrangements  of  a 
cold  water  tap,  a hot  water  tap,  a fixed  bath  and  W.C.  The  percentage

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These  figures  may  serve  to  show  that  there  is  still  need  for 
improving  properties  under  the  Improvement  Grants  Scheme,  The  percentage  of 
persons  living  at  more  than  1-^  per  room  is  3.6  an  improvement  on  the  figure 
of  5*2  at  the  1951  census. 


The  availability  of  a fixed  bath  within  the  building  can  be  regarded 
as  evidence  of  a reasonable  standard  of  comfort  and  hygiene  and  the  percentage 
of  households  in  Farnborough  lacking  a fixed  bath  can  be  compared  with  the 
figure  of  11.9  Per  cent  for  the  aggregate  of  Municipal  Boroughs  and  Urban 
Districts  and  of  19*5  per  cent  for  the  aggregate  of  Rural  Districts.  The 
period  from  195”*  to  I96I  has  seen  a general  improvement,  the  proportion  of 
households  entirely  without  access  to  a bath  has  decreased  from  23  per  cent 
among  5»825  households  in  1951  to  10,4  per  cent  in  I96I.

Over  the  past  decade  the  birth  rate  has  shown  a sustained  rise  and 
has  remained  consistently  higher  than  the  national  rate  which  is  18,2%  per 
1,000  for  1963  (the  highest  since  1947)«  It  is  now  22.75*  a figure  last 
reached  in  1949  and  compares  with  the  rate  of  19*2  for  the  quinquennium  195"' -55 
and  19*5  lor  1956-60.

The  standardised  death  rate  of  12.58  shows  an  increase  compared 
with  that  of  11.23  for  1962  and  is  a little  higher  than  the  national  rate. 
The  local  death  rate  and  also  the  national  rate  are  a little  over  the  limit 
of  twelve  per  1,000  of  the  population  which  the  naticnal  rate  reached  in  the 
decade  1920-30,  having  declined  from  14.4  in  the  decade  1911-20. 


It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  much  further  reduction  until  we 
begin  to  take  seriously  those  preventable  causes  of  death  - accidents  on  the 
road  and  in  the  home  and  lung  cancer  - which  as  yet  we  loek  upon  as  normal 
occurences. 


Deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  increased  from  five  in  1962  to 
eight  in  1963.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  serious  accidents  in  the  town 
has  been  a matter  of  concern  to  the  Council.  The  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
recently  submitted  a summary  of  accidents  which  had  cccurred  in  Farnborough 
during  the  past  three  years  from  which  I quote  the  following  figures.

The  Engineer  ascribes  the  increase  to  the  build  up  of  traffic  and

The  commonest  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system  followed  by  cancer  and  by  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Of 
the  29  cancer  deaths  in  men  nine  were  due  to  lung  cancer.  The  publication  of 
the  American  report  on  smoking  and  health  in  early  19^4  again  focussed  attention 
on  the  importance  of  cigarette  smoking  as  a cause  of  lung  cancer,  the  risk 
increasing  with  the  duration  of  smoking  and  with  the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked 
daily  and  being  diminished  by  stopping  smoking.  The  report  stressed  that 
smoking  is  a health  hazard  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  remedial  action. 
On  the  other  hand  according  to  a Commonwealth  Economic  Committee  report 
British  smokers  are  estimated  to  have  spent  a reoord  £1,205  million  on  tobacco 
products  in  19^3,  representing  7 per  cent  of  total  consumer  expenditure  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 
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There  is  considerable  disparity  in  the  survival  rate  of  older  men 
and  women}  twentyone  men  dying  between  the  ages  of  55  ®ind  64  years  compared 
with  ten  women  in  the  same  age  group.  This  disparity  lends  weight  to  a 
comment  in  a recent  Ministry  of  Health  report  on  health  education  that  middle 
aged  men  as  a group  appear  to  be  specially  in  need  of  health  education;  their 
health  habits  are  probably  worse  now  now  than  they  were  40  years  ago,  the 
improvement  in  their  expectation  of  life  has  been  slow  and  much  less  marked  than 
among  women.  Certainly  it  is  not  easy  to  persuade  adult  males  to  modify  their 
habits  in  regard  to  cigarette  smoking,  the  taking  of  more  daily  exercise  and 
curbing  a tendency  to  obesity.

PREVALENCE  OF.  ANN  CONTROL  OVER, 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

General « 


The  chief  feature  of  the  returns  of  infectious  diseases  in  England 
and  Wales  during  1963  was  the  high  level  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  and 
the  record  low  levels  of  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria.  The  incidence  of 
poliomyelitis  has  fallen  to  about  one  fifth  of  the  level  prevailing  before 
the  1947  outbreak  when  8,59^  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Enteric 
fever  showed  an  increase,  accounted  for  in  part  by  imported  cases  from 
Zermatt,  Switzerland  in  the  early  spring.  Whooping  cough  showed  a four  fold 
increase  over  1962;  why  this  should  be  so  is  not  clear  in  view  of  the 
continued  and  presumably  increased  use  of  triple  vaccines.  One  possible 
explanation  suggested  by  Dr.  Preston  of  Manchester  is  that  the  infecting 
bacterium  may  now  be  different  serologically  from  the  organism  with  which 
children  are  being  immunised. 

Farnborough  experienced  the  usual  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  with 
more  than  half  the  cases  occurring  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year. 
Fortunately  the  incidence  was  not  nearly  so  great  as  in  I96I  when  over  950 
cases  were  notified.  Nine  of  the  cases  were  in  children  under  one  year  of 
age.

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Imraunisation  and  Vaccination  Procedures 


The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  and  of  their  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  continued 
to  be  a major  concern  of  the  Health  Department.  It  needs  to  be  remembered 
that  the  absence  of  serious  infectious  disease  should  not  be  allowed  to  lull 
us  into  an  attitude  of  complacency  and  there  is  still  need  to  raise  the  rates 
of  immunisation  as  near  to  100  per  cent  as  possible. 

During  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  use  of  F.T.  and  T.A.F.  as  antigens 
in  diphtheria  immunisation  was  discontinued  and  the  following  antigens  are 
now  kept  in  stock: 

1.  Triple  antigen  for  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

2.  Alum  precipitated  diphtheria  toxoid  for  primary  or  reinforcing 
doses. 

3.  Combined  Diphtheria/Tetanus  alum  precipitated  toxoid  for 
immunising  children  to  whom  the  administration  of  whooping 
cough  vaccine  is  .considered  unnecessary  or  undesirable.

For  poliomyelitis  vaocinatioti  tbe  vaccine  of  choice  is  the  Sabin 
type  Oral  Vaccine  which  has  proved  both  safe  and  effective.  Many  countries 
have  reported  marked  reduction  of  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  following  the 
use  of  the  oral  vaccine.  Last  year  there  were  only  oases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  in  England  and  Wales,  the  lowest  number  for  many  years  and  there 
seems  little  doubt  that  the  immunisation  campaign  which  was  begun  in  1956 
played  a major  part  in  bringing  this  about.

This  figure 
however  is  not  comparable  with  previous  years  as  advice  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  during  the  latter  part  of  I962  recommended  that  children  should 
preferably  be  vaccinated  during  their  second  year  rather  than  at  the  age  of 
4-5  months.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pamboroiigh  Urban  District  Council. 

Ur.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1963,  my  24th  as  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  has  been  a year  of  intense  activity  in  the  Department.  The  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  requiring  compulsory  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered,  its  strict  code  of  inspection  and  the  stamping  of  carcases, 
coincided  with  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered. 

We  pressed  on  with  survey  work  with  a view  to  the  improvement  of  houses 
by  areas  as  well  as  individually  but  the  response,  particularly  with  tenanted 
houses,  is  slow.  I hope  the  proposed  new  housing  legislation  which  the 
Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  has  been  advocating  for  so  long  will 
help  to  speed  up  progress. 

Our  salvage  organisation  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
according  to  the  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Returns  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  we  again  had  the  highest  yield  and  income  from 
salvage  of  any  Urban  District  in  the  country  with  a similar  population.  It 
was  decided  to  extend  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  and  collection. 
It  appears  that  this  system,  introduced  comparatively  recently,  has  proved 
very  popular  with  Local  Authorities,  workmen  and  last  but  most  important,  the 
housewife. 

Tour  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  invited  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  serve  on  a Working  Party  which  had  been 
appointed  with  the  following  terms  of  reference. 

" To  examine  the  facts  of  refuse  collection;  to  what  extent  it  is 
unsatisfactory,  what  the  difficulties  are,  and  which  methods  are  proving  most 
successful;  and  to  consider  what  advice  can  be  given  to  local  authorities 
on  how  to  obtain  the  best  results.  ” 

We  again  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  and  retaining  the  services  of 
qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors.  For  a number  of  years  I have  reported 
on  the  worsening  position  and  the  need  to  deal  with  the  situation  before  it 
got  out  of  hand.  When  I wrote  my  last  Annual  Report  the  shortage  was  about 
400.  The  President  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  stated 
recently  that  the  shortage  is  now  about  1,100.  I think  this  is  a shocking 
state  of  affairs.  When  I entered  the  profession  forty  years  ago  the 
difficulty  was  getting  in  and  the  future  seemed  bright.  Does  it  require 
epidemics  such  as  occurred  at  Aberdeen  before  those  in  authority  ask  why 
young  men  are  not  interested  in  becoming  Public  Health  Inspectors  ? 

We  continued  to  give  training  in  the  Department  to  p£rsonnel  from  the 
Army  School  of  Health  and  five  such  officers  have  now  qualified  as  Public 
" Health  Inspectors  for  service  in  the  Army  after  each  served  a year  in  the 
Department . 
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I am  grateful  for  the  support  that  I hare  reoelTed  from  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Coomlttee,  to  Sr.  J.  Coutts  Milne  for  his  help 
and  adrioe  and  to  the  staff  and  wor]Q)eople  of  the  Department  for  their 
loyal  serrice  during  the  year.

SANITART  CIBCUMSTAHCES  OF  THE  ABEA 

1 . WATER  SUPPLT 


Water  la  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  and  the  supply  arran^ments  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 
Liaison  was  maintained  between  the  officers  of  the  Company  and  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

Sources  of  Supply 

The  supply  is  obtained  principally  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at 
Pumping  Stations  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Lasham  in  varying  proportions 
according  to  the  demands  on  the  system. 

Treatment 


The  water  from  the  wells  serving  the  area  varies  in  hardness  from  16.5 
to  21  grains/gallon  and  softening  is  carried  out  at  the  sources  in  order  to 
reduce  the  hardness  to  12  grains/callon  which  is  the  statutory  limit  for  the 
Urban  District. 


The  water  from  the  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state, 
before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  during  the 
normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity  with  modem  waterworks  practice. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  distributed  in  the  area  varies 
between  0.1  and  0.2  parts  per  million. 

Purity  of  Supply 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Company  before  and  after 
treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply.  They  are  examined  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  by  the  Company's  resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists 
and,  in  addition,  samples  are  submitted  to  an  outside  laboratory  for  inde- 
pendent examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  dxiring  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters  have  shown  a 
consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  does  not  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally 

The  supply  to  all  premises  served  within  the  Urban  District  is  constant 
and  laid  on  directly  from  the  mains.  Adequate  supplies  were  at  all  times 
available  without  restriction.

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2.  DRACTAQE  AITO  SEWERAGE 


The  scheme  for  conoentratlni;  our  sewage  disposal  at  the  Sjoamore  Road 
site  is  being  prepeired  bj  the  Engineer  and  Surreyor.  When  carried  out  the 
Cove  Works  will  be  abandoned. 

The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  connections  to  the  main  drainage 
system  of  the  houses  in  the  section  of  Sandy  Lane  where  a sewer  has  been 
constructed.  This  work,  together  with  the  road  construction  and  the  demo- 
lition of  the  unfit  properties  in  the  road  has  transformed  this  locality. 
There  are  still  11  houses  situated  in  Sandy  Lane  for  which  the  main  drainage 
is  not  yet  available. 

The  construction  of  a pumping  station  for  the  village  of  Hawley  situated 
in  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  enabled  the  houses  known  as  Hawley 
Bridge  Terrace  to  be  provided  with  main  drainage.  This  work  was  carried  out 
in  conjunction  with  the  new  industrial  buildings  erected  nearby.  Another 
improvement  was  the  provision  of  main  drainage  to  St.  John's  Hall,  Cove. 

Main  draineige  has  not  yet  been  provided  for  26  houses  in  Coldharbour  Lane 
and  a section  of  Chapel  Lane.

3.  RIVERS.  STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES 


The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward  discharges  into 
the  River  Blackwater,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  West  Ward 
discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  a tributary  of  the  Blackwater.  These  streams, 
together  with  the  Marrow  Brook,  are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conserv- 
ancy Board. 

Cove  Brook 


The  Cove  Brook  was  dredged  and  cleaned  of  debris  during  the  year.  A 
water  main  belonging  to  the  War  Department  which  crossed  the  Marrow  Brook 
and  affected  the  flow  of  the  stream  was  altered  so  that  it  was  no  longer  an 
obstruction. 

4.  SANITART  ACCOMMODATION 


The  details  included  in  Table  1 in  the  Drainage  and  Sewerage  section  of 
my  report  show  the  number  and  types  of  sanitary  accommodation  other  than  fresh 
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water  closets  In  use  at  premises  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council's 
sewers. 

Pall  and  similar  types  of  sanitary  oonrenlences  are  beln^  reduced  as  we 
provide  main  sewerage  facilities  to  our  few  remaining  unsewered  sui^as,  even 
so  we  still  hare  32  of  these  Insanitary  appliances.  Three  pall  closets  were 
replaced  by  fresh  water  closets  auid  three  were  abolished  with  the  demolition 
of  unfit  houses.  Those  that  remain  are  In  situations where  main  drainage  has 
not  yet  been  provided  or  cannot  be  provided. 

5.  PUBLIC  SAKITART  CONVEKIENCES

Sanitary  conveniences  are  also  available  for  use  by  the  public  at  the 
Council's  recreation  grounds.  Cleaning  and  maintenance  of  the  conveniences 
is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  new  public  conveniences  in  conjunction  with 
a new  pavilion  on  the  Cove  Green  Recreation  Ground  and  these  will  replace 
the  existing  ones,  which  are  not  satisfactory.  Apart  from  these  we  have  no 
conveniences  in  the  West  Ward  or  for  the  whole  area  North  of  the  main  rail- 
way line,  which  area  has  now  a very  large  population. 

The  need  for  public  lavatories  on  main  highways  is  becoming  urgent  and 
although  modern  petrol  filling  stations  are  assisting  in  this  respect, it  is 
not  a complete  answer. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

General 


Tour  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
and  trade  refuse,  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage. 

Dustbins,  or  paper  sacks  where  used,  are  emptied  weekly.  General 
salvage  is  collected  once  per  week  with  a more  frequent  collection  from 
special  premises.  The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  extended  and 
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derelopers  of  new  estates  were  asked  'and  agreed  to  Introduce  this  system. 
These  included  the  London  Coxmty  Council  who  are  carrying  out  a large 
scheme  of  derelopment  In  the  area. 

The  bonus  scheme  Introduced  some  time  ago  operated  successfully  with 
one  team  and  I expect  this  to  he  extended  next  year.  I suggest  that  these 
bonus  schemes  require  rery  careful  consideration  when  they  are  formulated. 
They  can  be  rery  helpful,  or  on  the  other  hand  they  can  become  a millstone 
to  the  serrlce. 

Refuse  Disposal 

This  urgent  matter  recelred  constant  attention  during  the  year.  In  my 
preTious  Annual  Reports  I hare  referred  to  the  desirability  of  joint  arrange- 
ments between  authorities  for  this  work.  Towards  this  end  I was  Instructed 
by  the  Health  Comnlttee  to  Inaugurate  consultations  with  the  officers 
responsible  for  the  service  in  the  surrounding  areas  and  two  meetings  were 
held  with  representatives  of  Aldershot  Borough  Council,  the  Famham  and  Fleet 
Urban  District  Councils,  Guildford  and  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Councils  and  the  War  Department  Land  Agent. 

The  outcome  of  these  meetings  was  that  the  most  likely  combination  for 
refuse  disposal  purposes  was  Aldershot  and  Farnborough  and  arising  from  this 
a meeting  took  place  between  Councillors  representing  both  Authorities  and 
the  subject  is  still  under  consideration.  Along  with  this,  investigation 
and  consultations  took  place  with  a view  to  obtaining  additional  land  for 
tipping  purposes,  which  will  still  be  required  whatever  form  of  disposal  is 
adopted.  I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  most  satisfactory  answer  to 
this  problem  would  be  a joint  mechanical  refuse  disposal  plant  to  serve  as 
wide  an  area  as  practicable  and  that  the  tipping  resources  of  all  the  areas 
shoxald  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  plant.  I think  it  is  quite  \mreal- 
istic  for  each  Local  Authority  to  try  to  dispose  of  its  own  refuse  within  its 
own  area.  It  is  wasteful  of  capital  expenditure,  operating  costs  and  land 
usage. 


The  amount  of  refuse  brought  to  our  tip  was  6,506  consignments  or  loads 
with  an  estimated  tonnage  of  12,20?. 

Salvage 

0\ir  salvage  organisation  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  and  the  outlet 
for  waste  paper,  which  has  been  difficult  for  some  time,  improved  although 
at  no  time  were  we  in  a position  that  we  could  not  dispose  of  all  the  paper 
which  we  collected. 

We  collected  1,139  tons  of  salvage  which  was  sold  for  £8,491*  This  was 
equivalent  to  approximately  2.3  cwts.  and  an  income  of  17s.  Id.  from  each 
property  in  the  district.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  II  that  since  1940  a 
sum  of  £136,953  has  been  obtained  from  the  sale  of  salvage. 

Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service 


The  Council  decided  to  discontinue  this  service,  which  had  been  operated 
since  1940,  as  from  January  I964.  The  collection  from  food  shops  and  similar 
premises  was  taken  over  by  a private  collector.

Orer  the  yeara  we  oolleoted  nearly  9»000  tone  of 
kitchen  waate,  eatlmated  to  be  aufficient  to  produce  about  nine  thouaand 
pigs,  and  which  produced  an  Income  of  £27,000.

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salrage  Department  at  the 
end  of  the  year  consisted  of  31  workpeople,  comprising  superrisory  staff, 
driver/meohanlc,  8 drirers  and  19  men.  It  is  difficult  to  recruit  and  keep 
men  In  the  serrlce  and  this  is  one  of  the  adrantages  of  introducing  the 
paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection.  Not  only  will  it  make  the  work  more 
congenial  and  attractire  but  it  will  take  out  a great  deal  of  the  hard  and 
unnecessary  lifting.  With  a dustbin  a workman  is  carrying  and  returning  to 
the  house  more  than  20  lbs.  of  dustbin  weight  alone,  which  is  aroided  when 
paper  sacks  are  used. 

Sickness 


The  amount  of  sickness  amongst  the  work  people  was  much  lower  than  last 
year,  201  days  as  against  439^*  This  represents  a loss  of  working  days  of 
2.49^,  ‘tbe  lowest  since  19^^*  13  men  had  periods  of  sickness,  the  remainder 

of  our  establishment  of  31  men  had  none. 

Provision  of  dustbins 


In  order  to  encourage  their  use,  dustbins  of  British  Standards 
Specification  or  above  are  sold  by  the  Department  at  cost  price  to  house- 
holders and  owners  and  84  were  sold.  Only  dustbins  with  rubber  lids  are 
supplied  In  the  Interests  of  Noise  Abatement. 

163  informsQ  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  dustbins  were  served 
and  147  complied  with. 

Trade  Refuse 


There  were  no  changes  made  In  the  charges  for  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse . 

Where  there  is  living  acoomnodation  in  connection  with  trade  premises 
one  bln  is  emptied  without  charge  and  no  charge  is  made  for  the  collection 
of  saleable  salvage.  Where  only  a limited  amount  of  trade  refuse  is  made 
the  charge  is  6s.  6d.  per  bin  per  quarter  for  a once  weekly  collection. 
Premises  nuiklng  greater  quantities  are  charged  upon  quantity  and  the  time 
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taken  to  moT#  and  dispose  of  it. 

83  traders  oooupjing  86  premises  are  pajrinc  for  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse,  which  produced  an  income  of  £1,136  for  its  collection  and  disposal. 

Pleint  and  Equipment 

We  used  a continuous  type  of  paper  haling  machine  provided  with  dust 
extraction  plant  which  gave  satisfactory  service.  A small  vertical 
electrically  driven  press  is  used  for  the  baling  of  textiles  and  materials 
which  cannot  be  handled  in  the  continuous  press.  A fork  lift  truck  was  used 
to  handle  bales  and  load  them  on  to  lorries.

The  Public  Cleansing  and  Costing  Return  for  the  financial  jrear  ended 
31st  March  19^4  required  bj  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Goremment, 
was  completed  by  your  Treasurer  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
forwarded,  and  Is  summ£a‘lsed  In  Table  III. 

7.  ENVIRQHMEHTAL  HTOIENS 
DfSPECTIOR  OF  THE  AREA 


Inspections  carried  out  by  the  staff,  together  with  particulars  of 
repairs  and  ImproTements  brought  about  are  summarised  In  Appendices  A and  B. 

426  complaints  were  recelred.  All  were  Inwestlgated  and  action  taken 
as  required. 

8.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Work  under  this  heading  consisted  of  keeping  under  obserration  factory 
chimneys,  most  of  which  serre  oil-fired  furnaces,  and  dealing  with  occasion- 
al smoke  nuisances  which  arise  from  bviming  waste  in  the  open  air,  but  our 
main  problem,  to  which  reference  was  made  last  year,  was  dust  arising  from 
a coal  and  coke  handling  plant  situated  at  our  main  railway  station.  Obser- 
ratlons  were  taken  by  means  of  deposit  gauges  and  samples  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  at  monthly  intervals.  These  revealed  serious  dust 
deposits.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  firm  concerned,  who  proposed  to  con- 
struct a screen  fence  along  the  boundary  of  their  premises.  This,  however, 
was  not  proceeded  with  and  there  are  further  proposals  for  the  reconstruction 
of  the  Depot  and  its  increase  in  size. 

A smoke  nuisance  was  caused  by  the  boiler  plant  of  a laundry  and 
consultations  to  abate  this  nuisance  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  the  district  is  domestic.  No  steps 
have  been  taken  to  form  a smoke  control  area,  but  a Bye-law  is  in  force 
requiring  that  any  installation  in  new  buildings  of  appliances  for  heating 
or  cooking  shall  be  designed  to  bum  smokeless  fuels.  This  is  also  a 
condition  when  making  improvement  grants. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  also 
contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  on  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

9.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


There  is  a small  open  air  swimming  pool  and  paddling  pool  in  the  district 
owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  The  swimming  pool  is  provided  with  an  up 
to  date  filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  The  paddling  pool  is  emptied 
and  refilled  frequently  and  is  chlorinated  by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  a bathing  pool  at  a private  school  in  the  area  and  an  open 
air  swimming  bath  at  the  Femhill  Jvtnlor  School.

Rodent  infestation  in  the  district  is  well  under  control  and  regular 
attention  is  given  to  places  where  rats  are  likely  to  breed  or  be  attracted, 
naunely,  sewage  works,  refuse  tips,  slaughterhouses  and  the  like. 

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  on  private  dwell inghouses. 

In  the  case  of  business  premises  the  charges  are  based  on  the  actual  cost  of 
the  work.  By  arrangement  with  the  proprietors,  treatment  for  the  eradication 
of  rodents  and  other  pests  is  carried  out  at  many  business  premises  on 
contracts  covering  periods  of  three,  six  or  twelve  months. 

Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work  produced  an  Income  of 

£233. 


The  Council  continued  membership  of  the  North  East  Hampshire  Rodent 
Control  Committee,  which  comprises  seven  Local  Authorities  in  North  East 
Hampshire.  The  Uinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  Aldershot 
unitary  District  and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  also  send  rep- 
resentatives. The  meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  quarterly  in  different 
districts. 

(i)  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act  1949 « 

No  formal  action  was  taken  vinder  the  Act. 

(ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers 

The  sewerage  system  was  kept  under  observation  and  was  treated  in  the 
Slimmer.  I think  the  position  regarding  rat  infestation  in  our  sewers  can 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

(b)  Insect  Pests 


The  calls  upon  this  service  continued  to  be  heavy  and  we  were  requested 
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to  deal  with  a large  variety  of  pestd.  198  visits  were  made  to  investigate

32  wasps  nest  were  destroyed,  involving  JO  visits.  A charge  of  lO/- 
is  made  for  each  nest  destroyed. 

Supplies  of  insecticide  may  be  purchased  from  the  Department  to  enable 
householders  to  carry  out  work  themselves  when  they  are  able  to  do  so. 

As  far  as  possible,  ponds,  ditches  and  watercourses  in  the  area  were 
kept  under  observation  for  mosquitoes  and  treatment  carried  out  when 
required. 

Roof  timbers  of  all  new  properties  are  treated  with  insecticide  in 
accordance  with  a special  building  byelaw  intended  to  control  infestation  by 
the  House  Longhorn  Beetle. 

11.  DISINFECTION  WORK 

Two  properties  totalling  four  rooms  were  disinfected. 

12.  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  demand  for  residential  caravan  sites  continued  and  I am  informed 
that  there  has  been  a constant  waiting  list  for  the  Hawley  Lane  site.  This 
site  for  76  vans  has  been  operated  satisfactorily.  In  addition,  three  sites 
for  single  caravans  were  licensed.  All  have  been  brought  up  to  the  required 
standard. 

A schedule  of  conditions  prepared  by  an  Advisory  Committee  in  the 
County  consisting  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Planning  Officers  and  Site 
Operators  is  used  in  conjunction  with  all  site  licences  issued.  This 
Committee  has  remained  in  being  and  met  on  several  occasions  to  consider 
problems  which  have  arisen  in  the  County.  Tour  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  Chairman  of  this  Committee. 

At  the  largest  building  site  in  the  district  a number  of  caravans 
were  occupied  by  workmen  and  their  families  and  conditions  were  unsatis- 
factory. These  vans,  seven  in  number,  are  being  brought  together  on  one 
site  in  order  that  proper  facilities  can  be  provided  and  it  is  proposed  that 
this  site  will  be  licensed  for  as  long  as  it  is  required  in  connection  with 
the  building  operations. 

In  addition  to  the  sites  already  mentioned,  there  are  three  used  by 
showmen  as  winter  quarters.  Each  has  a residential  caravan  which  remains 
on  the  site  all  the  year  round  and  is  licensed  for  this  purpose. 

Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  with  a caravan  which  was  sited 
on  land  at  Famborough  Green.  The  condition  of  the  caravan  and  its 
surroundings  were  deplorable.  The  occupier,  who  was  employed  by  a firm  of 
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contractors  moves  around  taking  his  family  with  him  and  althotigh  the  family, 
with  their  caravan,  eventually  moved  out  of  the  area,  it  does  not  provide 
an  answer  to  the  deplorable  conditions  in  which  the  family,  comprising  a man, 
woman  smd  two  children,  were  living. 

13.  INDUSTRIAL  HYQIENB 

(a)  Factories 


In  addition  to  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment  and  other  service 
premises,  there  are  two  large  factories  in  the  district,  one  engaged  on  the 
manufacture  of  electronic  equipment  and  the  other  on  the  manufacture  of 
cosmetics.  The  remaining  factories  which  number  96  are  smaller  premises.

(c)  Shops 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  relating  to  health  and  welfare  are 
administered  by  the  Department,  whilst  those  relating  to  hours  of  closing 
by  officers  of  the  County  Council. 

The  development  of  the  new  shopping  centre  at  Queensmead  continued. 
Plans  for  all  new  shops  and  workplaces  are  passed  to  the  Department  to  try 
and  ensure  that  during  contruction  we  obtain  compliance  with  the  legislation 
affecting  the  premises. 
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14.  PET  ANIMALS 


No  licences  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  pet  animals. 

15.  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  six  instances.  Four  related  to 
offences  under  Section  2,  one  under  Section  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 
and  one  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Details  are  given  in  the  Food 
Hygiene  section  on  page  44. 

16.  NOISE  ABATEMENT 


Several  complaints  regarding  noise  were  received  during  the  year.  These 
were  chiefly  of  a domestic  character  such  as  noise  arising  from  entertainment 
etc.  and  were  dealt  with  without  recourse  to  formal  action.  A complaint  of 
an  industrial  character  consisted  of  noise  from  weekend  work  at  a garage. 

This  was  abated.

HOUSING 


Provision  of  New  Houses 

There  is  still  a great  demand  for  new  houses  and  althoxigh  none  were 
built  by  the  Council  365  were  provided  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Housing  Manager  informs  me  that  the  Council  had  a waiting  list  of 
540  applications  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with  514  at  the  end  of  1962.

Work  is  in  hand  on  the  modernising  and  repair  of  this  row  of  nine  houses 
and  former  shop  premises,  which  have  not  only  been  unsatisfactory  living 
accommodation  but  an  eyesore  to  the  neighbourhood. 

Modernising  Houses  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants 

Improvement  work  continued  to  be  slow  and  still  largely  restricted  to 
owner/occupiers.  Notwithstanding  the  action  reported  last  year  and  the 
declaration  of  an  area  of  improvement  there  is  little  to  report  on  progress 
in  the  project.  Communications  were  sent  out  to  the  owners  of  properties 
in  the  area  but  it  is  probably  fair  to  say  that  the  work  is  awaiting  the 
preparation  of  schemes  on  behalf  of  the  owners. 

A further  svurvey  was  carried  out  adjoining  that  already  surveyed 
and  consisting  of  the  area  bounded  by  Green's  School  Lane,  Cove  Road, 

Southwood  Road  and  the  railway  line.  Details  are  as  follows

SECTIOK  E 

DJSPECTIOR  Am)  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

These  duties  are  comprehensive  and  include  all  aspects  of  food  and 
drink  inspection,  except  those  Food  and  Drug  sampling  duties  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council  as  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority.  We  are  responsible  for 

the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness  of  all  animals  killed  at 
the  slaughterhouse,  the  examination  as  may  be  necessary  of  all  other  foods 
sold  in  the  district,  the  supervision  of  food  premises  and  food  vehicles  to 
ensure  that  food  is  stored,  prepared  and  sold  in  a clean  and  hygienic 
condition.  In  conjunction  with  this  inspection  work,  samples  of  food  and 
milk  and  food  utensils  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  To  be 
completely  effective  it  should  also  include  the  education  of  food  handlers 
in  food  hygiene. 

The  work  is  described  under  its  different  headings. 

Milk  Supply 

There  are  29  distributors  of  milk  on  the  register  and  all  milk  sold  in 
Famborough  is  designated  either  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised,  or  Sterilised. 

The  Council  are  Agents  for  the  County  Council  for  the  licensing  provisions 
of  the  Milk  ( Special  Designations)  Regulations  i960  and  the  following  licences

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Slaughterhouses 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  situated  in  a built 
up  area  between  Peabody  Road  and  Sherborne  Road  and  the  use  of  these  premises 
increased  during  the  year.  Slaughtering  is  carried  out  every  day  of  the  week. 

Meat  Inspection 

As  mentioned  in  my  foreword  meat  inspection  was  made  compvilsory  for  local 
authorities  by  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  I963 
on  the  let  October.  A compulsory  Code  of  Inspection  is  laid  down  similar  to 
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the  previous  memorandum  No.  3 Poods,  which  was  only  advisory.  Each 
Inspector  is  provided  with  an  individually  inscribed  stamp  which  is  used 
for  marking  each  carcase  after  inspection  to  certify  that  it  has  been  passed 
as  fit  for  human  consumption.  The  Regulations  empower  local  authorities  to 
make  a charge  for  meat  inspection  work  but  after  consideration  the  Council 
resolved  that  no  charge  be  made  at  present. 

542  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  inspect  meat.  13»823  carcases 
were  examined,  an  increase  of  4,585  over  1962  and  1005?  “eat  inspection  was 
maintained. 

Incidence  of  tuberculosis 

Only  six  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  found.  Of  these  four  were  in  pigs, 
and  one  in  a bullock  and  one  in  a cow. 

Cysticercus  Bovis. 

All  cattle  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  this  parasite  and  Table  VI 
gives  details  of  its  incidence  in  the  Farnborough  Slaughterhouse.  The  number 
of  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  decreased,  five  carcases  were  found  to  be 
affected  compared  with  eleven  in  1962.  These  carcases  either  have  to  be  condemned 
or  subjected  to  refrigeration  for  a period  of  not  less  that  two  weeks  at  a temp- 
erature not  exceeding  14  F-  or  not  less  than  three  weeks  at  a temperature  not 
exceeding  20  F.  We  have  no  refrigeration  facilities  to  deal  with  the  carcases 
in  Farnborough  and  they  are  sent  elsewhere.  They  are  labelled  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  area  where  they  are  taken  for  refrigeration  is  notified. 

During  the  year  three  specimens  of  suspected  cysticercus  bovis  were  sub- 
mitted for  examination  to  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Department,  Reading, 
but  in  each  case  it  was  not  possible  to  detect  anything  of  a parasitic  nature. 

The  suspected  carcases  were  therefore  passed  out  without  freezing. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  k.  Loosmore  and  his  staff  at  the  Veterinary 
Investigation  Department,  Reading,  for  their  help  and  advice  which  is  always 
willingly  given.

Bakehouses 


Three  bakehouses  are  in  use.  All  are  comparatively  small  premises  and 
none  are  of  modem  construction.  Bread  is  baked  in  all  of  them  but  most  of 
our  bread  is  brought  into  the  district  from  large  bakeries  situated  in  other 
areas. 

Food  Hygiene 

846  visits  were  paid  to  premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold. 
Whilst  we  can  ensure  structural  improvement  of  these  premises  and  the  provision 
of  adequate  facilities,  I do  not  think  we  shall  obtain  satisfactory  food 
hygiene  until  all  workers  in  the  food  industry  receive  special  instruction  in 
this  subject. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  for 
contraventions of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  against  the  occupier  of  a cafe 
in  the  district.  Repeated  warnings  and  advice  had  been  given  without  any 
improvement  in  the  conditions. 

To  illustrate  the  need  for  care  in  the  cleanliness  of  equipment  and 
utensils  we  continued  our  policy  of  examining  and  swabbing  knives  and 
equipment,  particularly  at  meat  shops.  These  tests  brought  about  an  im- 
provement and  we  shall  intansify  and  extend  this  work  as  soon  as  we  can.

Adulteration  of  Food. 


The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  administering 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 > relating  to  the 
adulteration  of  food  and  drugs,  and  the  Chief  Sampling  Officer, 

Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report  and  figures 
relating  to  work  on  food  adulteration  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
in  the  Farnborough  Urban  District  during  the  year  ending  the  31st 
March,  1964:- 

1.  "During  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1964>  165  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955»  within  the  Farnborough 
Urban  District. 

2 . Milk  Samples. 


155  samples  of  milk,  including  4I  of  Channel  Islands,  were 
procured  from  milk  sold  within  the  Urban  District  or  from  sources 
affecting  the  supply  to  the  area.  All  the  samples  obtained  by  the 
Sampling  Officers  (154)  were  satisfactory  but  one  which  was  submitted 
by  a member  of  the  public  and  consisted  of  about  a quarter-full  pint 
bottle  of  milk  was  seriously  deficient  of  fat  and  appeared  to  be 
heavily  adulterated.  No  action -could  be  taken  in  respect  of  this 
particular  complaint  as  it  was  not  impossible  that  something  might 
have  happened  to  the  milk  subsequent  to  delivery  to  the  purchaser. 
Several  samples  were,  however,  taken  from  the  same  source  of  supply 
but  these  were  all  satisfactory. 
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3.  Miacellameous  Samples 


Ten  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  procured  and  these 
were  all  free  from  complaint. 


4*  General . 


Attention  was,  as  usual,  given  to  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  with  regard  to  their 
application  to  the  labelling  and  description  of  food  and  drugs,  during 
inspection  visits  to  traders  and  by  reference  to  advertisements." 


Health  Education. 


Tour  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  given  talks  on  the  different 
aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Department  to  local  organisations.  It  was 
proposed  to  try  and  organise  classes  on  food  hygiene  for  employees  in  the 
food  industry  at  the  Farnborough  Technical  College  but  owing  to  staff 
shortage  these  had  to  be  postponed.
